When you prosecute a trust in the United 
States court it hides behind State's sover- 
eignty, and when you prosecute it in the 
State court it rushes to cover under federal 
jurisdiction, and we haVe had some difficulty 
in finding a remedy. 

% Now, I believe that we ought to have 
remedies in both State and nation, and that 
they should be concurrent remedies. In 
the first place, State has or should 
uu ve the right to create any private corpora~- 


tion which, in the judgment of the people of | 


the State, is conducive to the welfare of the 
people of that State, I believe that we can 
safely intrust to the people of a State the 
settlement of a question which concerns 
them. If they create a corporation and * 
becomes destructive of their best interests 
they can destroy that corporation, and we 
ean safely trust them both to create and to 
annihilate if conditions make annihilation 
necessary. In the second place, the State 
has or should have the right to prohibit any 
foreign corporation from doing business in 
the State, and it ought to have or has the 
right to impose such restrictions and limi- 
tations as the people of the State may think 
necessary as upon any foreign corporation 
doing business in the State. In other words, 
the people of the State not only have the 
right to create the corporations they want, 
but they should be permitted to protect 
themselves from amy outside corporation. 

* But I do not think this is sufficient. I 
believe, in addition to a State remedy, there 
must be a federal remedy, and I believe that 
Congress has or should have the power to 
place such restrictions and limitations, even 
to the point of prohibition, upon any corpo- 
ration organized in one State that wants to 
do business outside of the State. I my 
that Congress has or should have the power 
to place upon that corporation such lHmita- 
tions and restrictions even to the point of 
prohibition as may to Congress seem neces- 
sary for the protection of the public good. 


Restraints for Corporations. 


* Now, I believe that these concurrent. 


remedies will reach the difficulty, that the 
people of every State shall first decide 
whether they want to create a corporation;

“T do not beileve that the people of one 

State can rely upon the people of another 


State in the management of a corporation. 


And I. might give you a reason. I have here 


a letter that was sent out by the Corpora- 
tion Trust company of Delaware. It has an 
office in New York. This ts a most remark- 
able document, the most remarkable docu- 
ment on this subject that has ever fallen 
under my observation. We have talked 
about the State of Delaware having a law 
favorable to trusts. I have a letter here 
which shows that in Delaware they adopted 
a law for the purpose of making Delaware 
more favorable to the trusts than New 
Jersey. Let me read the letter. This is a 
little long, but it will repay reading. 


Delaware's New Trust Law. 

„The State of Delaware has just adopted 
the most favorable of existing general cor- 
poration laws, one marking a forward step 
in the evolution of corporations. It does not 
encourage reckless incorporation, or merely 
the existence of wildcat companies, but it 
furnishes at the least expense ample rights 
to stockholders and reduces restrictions 
upon corporate action to the minimum. The 
enactment is not the result, as in the case 


of most States, of hesitating, halting, enact-¢ 


ing, amending, and repealing, but is a logical 
and systematic measure framed by a com- 
mittee of able lawyers appointed by the Leg- 
islature to examine the various statutes of 
‘the various States and prepare a bill which 
should embody the good and eliminate the 
bad points of existing law. The law is based 
broadly upon that of the State of New 
Jersey, and embraces all the beneficial pro- 
visions and safeguards found in the laws of 
that State. It is, however, in many respects 
advanced far beyond New Jersey, and es 
Delaware & much more attractive hom 
business corporations. | 

In the following salient provisions the 


Delaware and New Jersey laws are substan- 


tially identical—namely: Any three persons 
may a corporation; second, it 
may engage in any lawful business except- 
ing banking; third. its existence may be 
perpetual’ or limited; fourth, it may pur- 
chase and deal in real or personal property 
wherever situated, and to any desired 
amount; fifth, it may be a mortgagee or a 
mortgagor; sixth, it may conduct business 
anywhere in the world; seventh, stock may 
be issued for property purchased, and in 
Delaware for services rendered, and in the 
absence of fraud the judgment of the direc- 
tors as to the value of such property or 
services is conclusive; eighth, it easily 
may wind up its affairs and dissolve itself; 
ninth, its authorized capital stock need not 
be more than $2.000, and only $1,000 of this 
need be subscribed for; tenth, the amount 
of capital stock which it may issue is un- 
limited: eleventh, it may file its certificate 
of incorporation and even commence dusi- 
ness any sum whatever is paid in; 
twelfth, it may have different classes of 
stocks, with different privileges or restric- 
tions: thirteenth, the charter may be easily 
amended: fourteenth, only one director need 
be a resident of Delaware: fifteenth, capital 
stock may be easily diminished or increased; 
sixteenth, the corporation may readily be 
merged or consolidated into other corpora- 
Yons: seventeenth, the incorporators may or 
may not Umit the authority of the directors 
as to the Hadilities.“ | . 
„After giving us these points of similarity 
‘The Dela- 
ware law possesses the following advan- 
tages: First, the original fee that we pay 
for incorporation is small, about three- 
quarters of that paid in New Jersey, for 
inetance. Second, the annual tax is small, 


one-half of that in New Jersey.’ Delaware

“ What I mean to say is this, that Con- 
gress ought now to pass such a law. If it 
is unconstitutional and so declared by the 
Supreme Court I am in favor of an amend- 
ment to the constitution that will give to 
Congress power to destroy every trust in the 
country. 

“ The first condition which I suggested was 
that no water should be allowed in the stock. 
I don’t agree with those who say it is a mat- 
ter immaterial whether a corporation has 
water in its stock or not. It is true that in 
the long run, if you are able to run as long as 
the run is, you may squeeze the water out 
of the stock, but, during all that time, the 
harm goes on; during all that time the trust 
demands the right to collect dividends upon 
capital represented by no money whatever. 
I do not believe that any State should per- 
mit the organization of any corporation with 
a single drop of water in the stock of that 
corporation. [Applause] The farmer can- 
not inflate the value of his land by watering 
the value of that land. The merchant in the 
store cannot inflate the value of the goods 
upon his shelves. Why should the corpora- 
tion be permitted to put out stock that repre- 
sents no real value? Why, there are in- 
stances where there are $4 of water for $1 
of money. [A voice: Seven.“ ] Tes, a man 
suggests seven. Do I hear a higher bid? 
[Applause.] I have known it to be twelve, 
but I am à conservative man and I must 
maintain my reputation. No man can defend 
stock that does not represent money invest- 
ed, and only in the case of a monopoly can 
you secure dividends upon stock that does 
not represent money invested. 


Nebraska Furnishes an Example. 


“We had a case in Nebraska where we 
tried to regulate railroad rates, and one rail- 
road in our State was capitalized and bonded 
for more than five times what it would cost 
to duplicate the read, and yet the Judge held 
that in fixing rates and in determining what 


. was fair compensation for the railroad we 


had to consider the watered stock as well 
as the actual value of that road, and when 
the case went to the Supreme Court the 

Court rendered a decision which, 
‘while I cannot quote it in its exact language, 
was, in substance, this: That in determining 
what was a reasonable rate we had to take 
into consideration a number of things be- 
sides the present value of that road, meas- 
ured by the cost of reproduction. And you 
will find that if the watering of the stock 
is permitted, then the cry of the innocent 
purchaser is raised, and you will be told that 
you must protect the man who bought this 
stock. My judgment is that no man can 
stand in the position of an innocent pur- 
chaser who buys stock in a corporation, if 
that stock is not represented by actual 
money invested, because he can find out 
what the stock stands for if he will only 
investigate. And if the man can learn upon 
investigation, why protect him in his igno- 
rance when that ignorance Is due to his un- 
willingness to investigate? 

“ Now, if this license is granted, then the 
first conditions can be that any corporation 
desiring to do business outside of the State 
in which it is organized shall bring to that 
board or body proof that the stock is bona 
fide and that there is no water in it. In my 
judgment, when you take from monopoly 
the power to issue stock not represented by 
money you will go more than half the way 
towards destroying monopoly in the United 
States. [Applause.] 

Tou can provide for publicity, and that 
annually or at such other times as the cor- 
poration shall make returns of its business, 
of its earnings, because, as has been well 
said by men who have spoken here, corpora- 
tions cannot claim that they have a right 
or that it is necessary to cover their trans- 
actions with secrecy; and when you provide 
for publicity so that the public shall know 
just what there is in the corporation, just 
what it is doing, just what it is making, you 
will go another long step towards the de- 
struction of the principle of monopoly. 


Would Make Monopoly Impossible. 
“But I am not willing to stop there. I 
do not want to take one step, or two steps; 
I want to go all the way, and make the prin- 
ciple of monopoly absolutely impossible, or 
a monopoly absolutely impossible in the in- 
dustry of this country. And therefore, as 
a third condition, I suggest that this license 
shall not be granted until the corporation 
shows that it has not had a monopoly, and 
is not attempting a monopoly of any branch 
of industry or any article of merchandise, 
and then provide that if the law is violated 
the license can be revoked. I do not believe 
in the government giving privileges to be 
exercised by a corporation without reserving 
the right to withdraw them when those 
privileges become hurtful to the people. 
„Now, I may be mistaken, but as I have 
studied the subject, it has seemed to me that 
this method of dealing with the trusts would 
prove an effective method; but if you once 
establish the system, and require the license, 
then Congress can from year to year add 
such new conditions as may be necessary 
for the protection of the public from the 
greed and avarice of great aggregations of 
wealth. I do not go as far as some do, and 
say that there shall be no private corpora- 
tions, but I say this, that a corporation is 
created by law, it is created for the public 
good, and it should never be permitted to 
do a thing that is injurious to the public 
good; and that if any corporation enjoys 
privileges today which are hurtful to 
the public, those privileges ought to be with- 
drawn from it. In other words, I am will- 
ing that we should first see whether we can 
preserve the benefits of the corporation, and 
take from it its possibilities for harm.“

There aresome who would 
defend everything, good or bad, on the 
ground that it is a part of destiny, and you 
cannot inquire into it. The fact that it is 
proves that it is right; the fact that it is 
proves that it has come to stay, and the most 
potent argument that was ever made in de- 
tense of a vicious system was not that it 
was right, and ought to stay, but that it has 
come to stay whether you like it or not. I 
say that is the most potent argument, that 
ever has been advanced in behalt of an er- 
ror—it is here, it has come to stay, what are 
you going to do about it? : 

“I believe that in.a civilized society the 
question is not what is, but what ought to 
be, and that every proposition must be ar- 
raigned at the bar of reason. If you can 
— — let it stay, but it 
y e 5 cannot 
hide behind the doctrine and 
you cannot get rid of it. I believe that the 
American people can get rid of anything 
that they don’t want, and that they ought to 
get rid of everything that is not good. 

I believe that the duty of every man ts 
to give to his countryman the results of his 
conscience and his judgment and cast his 
influence, be it small or great, upon the 
right side of every question that arises, and 
that in the determination of questions we 
should find out what will make our people 
great and good and strong, more than what 
will make them rich. Shall I decide the 
ethics of larceny by how much 
the man is going to steal, or the chances of 
getting caught? No, my friends, you have 
got to decide upon a higher ground, and if 
you were to prove to me that @ monopoly 
would reduce the price of the articles that 
we have to purchase, I would still be op- 
posed to it for this reason, which, to my 


mind, overshadows all pecuniary argu- 
ments. 


Worse than a Landed Aristocracy. 

“The reason is this: Put the industrial 
system of this nation in the hands of a few 
men and let them determine the price of ali 
material, let them determine the price of 
finished products and the wages of labor 
paid, and you will have an industrial aristoc- 
racy besides which a landed aristocracy 
would be an innocent thing, in m judgment. 

I may be in error, but in my judgment 
a government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people will be impossible when a 
few men control all the sources of production 
and dole out dally bread to all the rest on 
such terme as the few may prescribe. I be- 
lieve that this opinion is the hope of the 
World. I believe that the Declaration of In- 
dependence was the grandest document ever 
penned by human hands. The truths of that 
declaration are condensed into four great 
Propositions: That all men are created 
equal; that they are endowed with inalien- 
able rights; that governments are instituted 
among men to preserve those rights: and 
that governments derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.

AGREE TO SHELVE RESOLUTIONS 


Committee Decides the Conference Has 
No Authority to Adopt Any State- 
ment of Views—Report Adopted. | 


No resolutions were adopted by the con- 
ference. None was offered for adoption. 
After a deal of lobby work and wire-pulling 
the delegates nearly all agreed that the 
time for a declaration on the subject had 
not arrived. The committee appointed on 
Thursday to prepare resolutions reported 
that the conference was without authority, 
and that it would be inexpedient to enun- 
ciate anything purporting te express the 


under discussion. 

The committée was called together at noon 
by Chairman Lace, in response to requests | 
from some of its members, who thought they 


and ask the conference to relieve them. It 
was sald that W. J. Bryan had brought to 
Chicago resolutions which he wished to of- 
fer for consideration. That was true. Mr. 
Bryan's ideas on needed legislation had 
been Yormulated in resolutions, and were 
shewn to one or two delegates. The com- 
mittee did not deem them of sufficient im- 
portance to call fort reconsideration of its 
decision net to prepare a platform. One of 
the Nebraska delegates said they were 
commonplace. There was no exception te 
arguments that Mr. Bryan's resolutions 
were entitled to no more consideration than 
those of anybody eise. eee: 
Bx-Genator Henry W. Blair of New 
Hampehire insisted that the conference had 


partisan, and that no resolutions could be 
adopted which would not be in the interest 
of a certain Presidential candidate. He de- 
clared that offensive monopolies have no 
stronger enemy than the leader of the Re- 
publican party, and said he wanted to go 
home feeling that the character and pur- 
posés of the conference had not been de- 
stroyed:.

REVIEWED BY CHAIRMAN HOWE. 


Presented and Conclusions Reached 
During the Conference. 


Chairman W. W. Howe substituted for the 
paper he had prepared a summary of the 
arguments presented. After the manner of 
a magistrate in the courts, he formulated 
his conclusions as follows: 

“Combinations and in the 
form of trusts or otherwise in restraint of 
trade or manufacture, which, by the con- 
sensus of judicial opinion are unlawful, 
should so be declared by legislation, with 
suitable sanctions, and, if possible, by a 
statute, uniform in all jurisdictions, and 
also uniform as to all persons. Such a 
statute should be enforced thoroughly, so 
that those who respect it shall not be at a 
disadvantage as compared with those who 
disregard it. 

The organisation of trading and indus- 
trial corporations, whether under genera! or 
special laws, should be permitted only un- 
der a system of careful governmental con- 
trol, also uniform if possible in all juris- 


dictions,

George L. Dougiass, Chicago attor- 
ney, whose plan for 3 —

amendment which shall give the federal 
government power to regulate corporations 
doing business in several States.

“The duty and opportunity of the incom- 
ing Congress are plain,” he said, “It has 
but to recognize the fact that under exist- 
ing constitutional provisions the power to 
control what are commonly known as 
‘trusts’ is so divided between the States 
and the general government that it has not

Mr. Douglass’ Plan in Detail. 
“The Republicans in Congress should 
face the question squarely. By bringing up 
a proposition for the required amendment 
and pushing it to an early vote in both 
Houses they will have taken the lead in the 
only practical course looking toward the 
‘ultimate solution of the trust question. We 
have no right to assume that the Democrats 
in Congress would solidly oppose the admis- 
gion of such an amendment. In view of the 
tion taken by Mr. Bryan in favor of 
ederal control and a constitutional amend- 
ment, if necessary, they could not oppose 
the submission of such an ent with- 
out practically repudiating Mr. Bryan's 


But if, by reason of tic so. 
tion, the amendment should fail of re- 
quired two-thirds vote, the Republicans 
would then be in the best possible attitude 
before the people. On the other hand, if the 
proposition received the required votes the 
immediate effect would be practically to 
eMminate the trust issue from the Presi- 
dential campaign. For, when the proposed 
amendment has been gent to the States for 
ratification, the trust question thereby is 
transferred from the field of national 
tics to the legislative districts of each State. 
In other words, the question becomes for 
the time being a local issue in each State. 


Could Be Ratified in Two Tears. 
“Such a course does not mean delay in 
the con- 
trary, it looks to the promptest and only 
possible solution. If such an amendment 
3 be submitted at the coming session 
it would be possible to secure its ratifi- 
cation by the spring of 1901, in ample time 
for the Congress chosen in 1900 to act un- 
der: it. Forty State Legislatures hold their 
sessions in the winter of 1900-1901, and it is 
probable that special sessions could be held 
in some of the remaining States. 

„Republicans, by the course suggested, 
can ward off all reasonable criticism, while 
at the same time laying the foundation for 
intelligent action in the future. Political- | 
ly, they have everything to gain and noth- 
ing to lose by a amendment. 
If they do nothing, they will be forced into 
a mere competition of platform promises. 

“Different plans for federal control have 
been discussed, but it is not essential at 
this time that the details of plan of 
regulation shall be elaborated. ntil the 
power be conferred, the more immediate 
and broader question is simply thie: Shall 
there be any effective control whatever 
over these great corporations, commonly 
called trusts? Upon that question the peo- 
ple can pass without reference to differ- 
ences of opinion over details of various 
plans.” | | 

Legal Phases of the Matter. 

Mr. Douglass’ statement in the Review of 

Reviews is in part as follews: | 


I do not care to debate the merits or demerits 
of “trusts.” For many years the public has 
been educated to believe that they are an evil 
of vast proportions, aud fecent events have greatly 
intensified that belief.’ If the view entertained 
in some quarters that they are a blessing should 
turn out to be the correct one, 1

It is equally certain that if the trust in 
its original form (of about twenty-five years ago) 
was an evil, the trust In its present form 
is a far greater one; and the desire to regulate 
or suppress trusts’ is an overshadowing con- 
sideration today in a large part of the country.

States versus Knight et al., 156 United States 
Rep., page 1) was decided by the Supreme Court, 
it had been assumed that under the power to 
regulate interstate commerce the federal gov- 


-ernment had jurisdiction to suppress trusts and 


companies of the chafacter of the one involved 
in that case. But, although a consolidation of 
corporations and companies controlling 98 per 
cent of the business of sugar refining of this 
country was admitted, and it was also admitted 
that the new corporation practically could monopo- 
lize the sugar trade, yet the court held that, .as 
the consolidation affected interstate commerce 
only incidentally and indirectiy, it was not within 
the purpose of the anti-trust act, and did not 
present a case within the power of Congress to 
regulate commerce. The 
tween the power to suppress monopoly of inter- 
state commerce and the power to suppress 
monopoly of manufactures where interstate com- 
merce was only incidental, and the sugar trust 
was not — | 

In 3 vigorous dissenting opinion Justice Har- 
lan insisted that a corporation controlling not 
only the business of refining sugar, but the price 
of sugar throughout the entire country, neces- 
sarily affected the people of all the States di- 
rectly, and that the remedy for such evil must 
be found, if at all, in the general government. 


Rational Course for Congress. 


At the present juncture the rational and prac- 
tical thing for Congress to do would seem to be: 
First, to accept the obvious conclusions of the 
Supreme Court as to the existing lack of power in 
the federal government to deal effectively with 
the trust question; second, to submit to the States 
for ratification an amendment to the constitution, 
conferring upon Congress the necessary power to 
deal with it.

PROTEST FILED BY CATHOLICS. 


Desecration of Philippine 
Churches Is Reported to Pre- 
ident McKinley. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 16.—[ Special. ]— 
The Rev. Dr. Witiam F. McGinnis, on be- 
half of the Metropolitan Truth society, with 
headquarters in New York City, has ad- 
dressed a strong protest to President Mc- 


Kinley against the alleged desecration of | 


churches in the Philippine Islands by Amer- | 
ican troops. It was at first intended that 
the communication of the grievance should 
be made by a committee and given all due 
publicity, but more moderate counsel pre- 
valled and it was determined the matter 
should be transmitted to the President by 
mail, so he could act with more freedom 
and, as it were, take the initiative in the 
correction of the alleged abuses.

British Press and Public Now Practi- 
cally United Against Transvaal— 
Believe War Must Come 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK TIMES AND 

THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
London, Sept. 16.—The Engush press and 
people now are practically unanimous re- 
garding the Transvaal situation. The popu- 
lar cry is Kruger must be taught a lesson.“ 
So popular a man as John Morley was al- 
most unable to obtain a hearing at Man- 
chester last night. He was hooted and 
groaned at by an immense assemblage, al- 
though at the outset he informed the audi- 
ence he was.a Lancashire lad, born and 
bred. 

This country today seems satisfied that 
there will be war, though the reply of the 
Boer government to Chamberlain's last 
dispatch is not yet public. It is known, 
however, that it contains the withdrawal 
of the five years’ franchise, and the substi- 
tution of a seven years’ franchise, The pro- 
posal that equality of righte regarding 
language were to be used, the Volksraad 
repudiated, but the proposal relating to 
arbitration was agreed to. 

In Cape Colony and among the outlanders 
in the Transvaal this reply is considered 
tantamount to war. The same opinion is 
generally entertained here, and the placards 
of all evening papers announce a black out- 

In the meanwhile the govrnment is en- 
gaged in most active preparations for war. 
Arrangements for sending 10,000 troops to 
the Cape are practically eompleted, and the 
War office is engaged in preparing for the 
dispatch of a much larger force. 

The army is enthusiastic, and only too 
eager for an opportunity to wipe out the 
disgrace of Majuba Hill. Johannesburg is 
almost depopulated, so far as wealthy resi- 
dents are .concerned, and the outlanders 
who remain are in no enviable frame of 
mind. All English war correspondents 
have sailed, and a few days should decide 
the question of peace or war.

Injunctions Asked For in Indiana to 
Prohibit Pumping Produet Out of 
State—Chicago Interested. 


- Muncie, Ind., Sept. 16.—In the Grant Coun- 
ty Court today Warner & Brody of Muncie 
and ex-Attorney General Ketcham of In- 
dianapolis filed four injunction suits against 
the Indiana Natural Gas company, which 
has 200 gas wells in the Indiana field, sup- 
plying many Chicago consumers. The suits 
are brought at the instance of manufactyr- 
ers to enjoin the company from operating 
pumping stations, from using pressure 
greater than the 160 pounds rock pressure, 
and from pumping the gas out of the State. 
The complaints allege that they have 400 
pounds pressure, made with the pumps, and 
that a third pumping station is now being 
located in Grant County.

A small minority, 83 of anti- 
Somites and some Agrarians and Conserva- 
tives, more of less approved the sentence.

Among the many useful and carefully 
executed inquiries conducted by the Mas- 
sachusetts Bureau of Labor Statistics ‘s 
ene the results of which have just been 
published, on Sunday labor. 3 

The early State law of Massachusetts, 
which In general restricted labor on Sun- 
day to “ works of necessity and charity,” 
has in recent years been subjected by the 
Legislatumg to many exceptions, and has 
to some extent been treated as repealed by 
custom, Of the total number of persons 
engaged in gainful oecupat.ons in the State, 
whieh, according to the State census of 
1895, was 1,075,000, no less than 150.000 
perform work on Sunday. Of these neariy 
88,000: are engaged in domestic service 
and 25,000 more in agriculture and the 
fisheries. Of those remaining 18,000 are 
occupied in the various branches of tran» 
portation, and the balance, or 19,000, are 
distributed through hotel and restaurant 
service, public departments, certain lines 
of trade, and other miscellaneous occupa- 
tions. 

In some instances, notably that of the 
bakery trade—which has gradually trane 
ferred itself from Saturday night to Sun- 
day—conecert of action by proprietors, or 
restrictive legislation, might do away with 
Sunday work, without serious harm to 
anybody. In most cases, however, this 
labor has to do with the supply of daily 
needs, like those of the household, or with 
the preservation of property, or is due 
to social customs which have. become an 
integral part of modern life. 
domestic service, transporta- 
the most conspicuous exten- 
sons are empioyed in the various branches 
of th.s business on weekdays, the Sunday 
average is 17,994. On street railways the 
figures are respectively 10,326 and 8,282; 
that is, almost as many persons are em- 
ployed in the street railway business on 
Sunday as on any other day, The cor- 
responding numbers on steam railways are 
‘27,480 and 6,718; on steam boats, 1,423 
and 807; on express companies, 1,778 and 
305, and on teiegraph and telephone com- 
panies, 2,185 and 443. The number em- 
ployed in the milk business, bakeries, and 
the Police and Fire departments is prac- 
tieally the same every day of the week, 
and the Sunday contingent in newspaper 
work is about two-thirds that on week-

days. | 

The attitude of workingmen toward Sun- 
day work was made the subject of inquiry. 
A curious contradiction is shown between 
the well-known opposition of organized 
labor to Sunday labor and the general claim 
of transportation companies, particularly 
those engaged in the street railway busi-

ness, that employés are asa rule able to 


get off for Sunday whenever they wish. It 
is undoubtedly true that the-employé’s de- 
sire for the added wages, especially if he 
is married, often leads him to forego the 
Sunday’s rest. It is algo probable, how- 
ever, that the organization of the busi- 
ness on the plan of seven days’ work by 
most of the regplar force dominates his 
choice. 

The report is defective in that it does 


not answer one of the most important 


questions concerning the subject in hand— 
namely: the average number of days worked 
per week by the persons who perform 
Sunday labor. For domestic service and 
some other lines the answer would be 
pretty plain from the circumstances of the 
case. Not so, however, in the case of 
transportation. While, for example, in the 
street railway business, it is alleged that 
employés can usually be accommodated 
whenever they wish Sunday or some other 
day in the week off, there is notbing in 
the report to show the actual practice. 
This, however, is only a minor deficiency 
in an important contr'bution to knowledge 
on a subject little investigated as yet.

Ain AT HOME AND ABROAD. 
Americans’ enn hardly realize the bitter 
prejudice fert against the Jews in conti- 
nental Europe, Jews in this country have 
perfect equality with the rest of the peuple. 
They are regarded as separate in region, 
but not in race or national:ty. They are 
aa citizens as y else 
Wetter than the majority in some respects. 
The Jew more than pays his own way. 
He ot only takes care of his own sick 
and poor, but he also contributes to gen- 
eral charities. Hs people do not fill the 
jails or penitentiaries or insane asylums. 
They are no burden on the commun‘ty. 
The Jews ate commercia!] people, keener 
and shrewder than almost any others, but 
the advantage they gain is usually secured 
by fair means. They are more industrious 
than the average citizen. They are satis- 
fied with smaller profits on a f. ven grade 
et goods than other merchants, They are 

certainly as fair traders as the Gentiles, 
But it is claimed against the Jews that 
they are deficient in the military spirit. 
To what extent this is true in the United 
States it is dificult to tel. Jews fougbt in 
the revo.utionary war, in the civil war, and 


military service. They do not Ike the com- 


pulsory service laws of France or Ger- 
many or Russia. This may de more to 
their credit than to their discredit. To 
fight for one’s fatherland is one thing, 
but to have to take up arme to further 
the personal ambitions of Czar or D- 
peror is another thing, The Jews might 
not object to fighting in national wars, 
whie at the same time they might recoil 
from dynastic wars. Neither ts it to be 
expected that people forced tor 80 many 
centuries to stick to commercial pursuits 
would take at once to military lifer. Their 
alleged anwillingness to serye in the army 
by no means proves them ‘unfit for tak- 
ing part in the functions of government. 
If the Jews of Europe were intrusted with 
such responsibilities the same as other 
people they would be as ready to discharge 
era obligations of citizenship as anybody 
In Great Britain and the United States 
there is not a trace of the hostility that 
is rampant on the continent, because the 
causes have been absent. The Jews have 
been admitted to a full participation in 
all righte—have been made a part of the 
body politic. In continental Burope they 
have not. Herein Nes the explanation of 
the bitter anti-Semitic hatred which curses 
Europe and from which we are bappily 
free. This is why, owing to action and in- 
teraction, there exists a state of feeling 
abroad of which we can have no concep- 
tion. The intensity of the hatred felt for 
the Jews among even the “ better classes,” 
so-called, in Russia, Germany, and France 
is scarcely understood or appreciated, much 
less sympathized with, in the United States 
or England. eed 
A NIUVANA FOR THE NERVOUS. 
That Judge Prendergast should have seen 
fit to make a proyis.on in his will for a 
“rest cure home is an eloquent reminder 
of the fact of nerve degeneracy. It is 
only of late years that these institutions 
have sprung up in answer to nerve needs, 
and there are not wanting many grand- 
dames and grandsires who point to them 
with open scorn.

UM TRUSTS, 

Those Who looked to Mr. Bryan 
his speech at the trust couference yes- 
terday morning to advocate pubic vwa- 
ership as the remedy for. discrimination in 
‘raiiroad rates—perhaps the chief strung- 
hoid of trust abuses—and thus to b.uze 
the way for a puswib.e departure in Demo- 
cratic policy, were dsappvinied, His 
speech was marked by the absence of any 
special treatment of the rate abuse. It 
was instead devoted exciusively to a re 
cital of the evile of trusts and the pro- 
posal of measures for their annihilation. — 

Starting with the proposition that “s 
monopoly in private hands is indefensible, 
and there is no exception to the rue,” 
he dec.ared his beilef that monopol:es do 
not reduce prices, that, if they do, the 
advantage is outweighed by other objec: 
tions, and that he was there “ to consider 
any method which any man might suggest 
for the anathilation of the trust.” He 
therefore insisted that while monetary and 
tariff reform would to some degree crip- 
ple trusts, yet that what we need is some 
direct means of suppressing them. 


| Accordingly he proposed the following 


scheme of repressive legislation and ad- 
ministration to accompieh that result: 
(1) Hach State should determine the con- 
ditions under which corporations, created 
by itself or other States, shou.d do busi- 
ness within its borders, and if not now 
authorized so to do shou:d be so au- 
thorized. (2) Cougress should now pass a 
saw constituting a federal lLcensing body, 
from which every corporation doing busi- 
ness in any State other than that creat- 
ing it shouid obtain a license. This license 
should be revucabie and should be granted 
only to companies opening their bus:ness 
procedure to public:ty, issuing no watered 
stocks, and-demonstrated to be neither in 
fact nor intent monopoiies. If such a law 
should*be declared unconstitutional, then 
the constitution shouid be so amended as 
to authorize its passage. | | 

As @ treatment of the trust problem this 
scheme is unsatisfactory for the one rea- 
son that it is intended to destroy instead 
of to utilize. It is designed to sacrifice ad- 
‘vanced economic organization in order to 
eure monopo.istic extortion. It is the 
policy of impatient and indiscr'minate de- 
struction instead of that of discern'ng cor- 
rection. In conjunction with other reme- 
dies it. might well be considered, but it 
does not of itself meet the situation. 

The essential difficulty is that Mr. Bryan’s 
attitude on the trust question js narrow 
and immature. When, apropos of the dis- 
placement of commercial travelers, he urges

Othon Guerlac of the Paris Temps has 
contributed to the current number of the 
Independent an art:cie upon the attitude 
of the Catholic Church to the Dreyfus 
affair, which will be likely to attract wide 
spread attention and perhaps provoke bit- 
ter discussion. M. Guerlac does not lay 
much stress upon the charge which has 
been made by such authorities as MM. 
Clemenceau, Yves Guyot, and Zola, and 
Professor Conybeare that the Dreyfus 
case was the outcome of a Jesuit con- 
spiracy against the Jew. While he con- 
¢edes that some facts lend an air of plaus’- 
bility to such a theory, he declines to accept 
it, first, because there are but few, if 
any, pupils of the Jesuits among the of- 
ficers connected with the case; second, be- 
cause it is not fair to trace the anti- 
Semite feeling to Jesuit influence, since 
officers who are entirely free from thet 
influence share the same prejudice; and, 
third, because the spirit and state of mind 
of the principal actors both in 1804 and 
1899 controvert such a theory. 

While M. Gueriac dec.ines to hoid the 
Jesuits responsible for the Dreyfus con- 
spiracy, he formulates a serious arraign- 
ment against the attitude of the Catholic 
Church. He charges that from the first 
the church has believed Dréyfus to be 
guilty and has joined the ranks of his ene 
mies. When Mme. Dreyfus, before revi- ; 
sion, appealed to the Pope, he remained 
silent. When petitions were circulated all 
over France for a new trial the church 
authorities, with one or two exceptions, 
and those obscure priests, declined. to sign 
them. The most important among them 
joined the League of the French Father- 
land, “ which claimed to support the father- 
land that was not seriously in danger.”

EVERYDAY LIFE EXCITING. 

Housekeeping in Manila under present 
conditions is a delusion and a snare. House 
rent runs all tpe way from $100 to $500 a 
month. A nip& shack of five rooms away 
out in Malate or Ermita costs from $50 to 
$100. Some of these shacks are to be pre- 
ferred to the more pretentious houses, for 
many of them are on the shore of the bay 
and, being the more readily cleaned on ac- 
count of their light construction, are free 


| from the mustiness and stale odors that 


haunt the larger mansion houses. 

». @roterics are expensive in Manila. Every- 
thing is imported, and as the old Spanish 
tariff is still levied the charge to consum - 
ers on all kinds of articles is enormous. 
Canned goods that cost 15 and 20 cents in 
the States costs from 75 cents to $1 and more 
in Manila in Mexican currency.

The cocheros are as a rule about as reasona- 
bly industrious as anybody could be expected 
to be for $8 a dollars a month, Mexican. 
They sometimes drink largely of “ bino” 
and try to drive along the street on the side- 
walk, and sometimes they accidentally run 
over, a Chino, who reports them to the near- 
est police station, if he is not killed out- 
right, but on the whole the coheros are good 
coachmen. They will race every chance 
they get, and have a habit of turning in sud- 
denly when passing a rival, so that the other 
calesa looses a wheel. If the occupants of 
the broken calesa are large and Iill-tem-. 
pered only the continued reckless driving of 
cochero will prevent possible blood - 

Another pleasant feature of keeping a 
horse is the sudden surprise to which one is 
subjected in regard to the eating capacity 
of these undersized beasts. The cocheros at- 
tend to the feeding of the animals, and the 
number of times a week that they come 
around with the mournful report that “ el 
caballo no chow how is astonishing. They 
require a peso or two to buy grass and bran 
for the horse. Of course they get the money 
that is, they do at first—and are then sup- 
posed to buy feed for the horse. Sometimes 
they probably do spend all the money they 
receive for this purpose. 

But after a man has paid out enough pesos 
to keep a racing stud for a year and his soli- 
tary horse comes around in the morning 
with his bones sticking through his lacer- 
ated sides the suspicion gains ground that 
the cochero is misappropriating the funds. 
Then the cochero is either summarily dis- 
charged or subjected to corporal punish- 
ment, and the owner himself attends stable 
eall, as they term it in the cavalry, and 
watches the feeding of his faithful steed. 


THE FUNNY SERVANTS. 


Another feature of housekeeping in Man- 
ila that causes much discomfort is the man- 
agement of the servants. Servants are 


plentiful and cheap in Manila, and it is a 
that hasn't anywhere from 
1 Our an modest little home, 
four persons, we have eight 


to ten. In 
consisting of 
servants, and they fairly stumble over 

other in their efforts to move about. — 
one has his own “boy.” This personage 
acts sometimes as cochero but usually as a 
personal servant, the operation of hitching 
up a horse and putting buttons In a shirt re- 
quiring two entirely different forms of labor 
the cochero being always grossly ignorant 
on the subject of putting buttons in shirts 


and the house boy claiming not to be Able 


to distinguish a horse from a caribou. Then 
there is always the cook, who is usually a 
Chino. As one Chino positively declines to 
stay alone on account of his fear of the Fill- 
pino portion of servants’ hall, another 
Chino has to be hired to keep the first com- 
pany. The second Chino is usually set at 
the task of waiting on the table for about 


the same reason that the Vice President of. 


the United States acts 4s presiding officer 
of the Senate—merely because there is noth- 
ing else for him to do. One or two more Fili- 
pino boys are employed to assist at the table 
and to do general housework and the servant 
force is complete. The Chino cook is the 
highest salaried, receiving. from $20 to $50 a 
month, Mexican. The other Chino and the 
Filipino servants are paid from $8 to $10, 
Mexican, a month. A cook receiving as high 
as $40 a month does the marketing. 
People who, in response to warning, have 
followed their cooks and watched them 
marketing usually attend to that part of 
the domestic affairs themselves afterwards. 
The Chinos go where they can buy cheap- 
est, which is amongst their own brethren 
down in the Chinese markets. The smells 
of a Chinese market and the sight of the 
half-naked Chinos who act as merchants 
there is enough to destroy a healthy ap- 
petite for a week. The beef comes through 
Hongkong and from Filipinos -around the 
city and in the country, who have radical- 
ly different ideas on good living to those 
entertained in the States. The Filipinos 
often cut up an old horse or an ancient 
caribou that haa died of some of the 
numerous diseases to which mortal caribou 
is subject. Americans do not consider the 
flesh of such animals as good eating. 

The only salvation of the American resi- 
dents is in the canned meats from the States 
or the meats brought out by the commissary 
in the refrigerator ships and which are 
usually in as good condition as though just 
brought from a first-class butchershop in 
Chicago. | 

The Chino cook is also di 
milk. Americans drink it 
out that it is caribou milk, and then they 
go back to the little cans of condensed milk. 


CHINA VS. PHILIPPINES. 


One of the chief troubles in Managing the 
servants comes from the bitter race hatred 
between the Chinos and the Filipinos. That 
race hatred has been here since the earliest 
times, and frequently resulted in wholesale 
slaughter of the Chinese. Since the Amer- 
ican occupancy of Manila the Chinese have 
had more rights and privileges than ever 
before in the history of the islands. They 
now have people of their own race acting as 
interpreters in the courts, and a wrong done 


tem can be legally vindicated as quickly 


as a wrong done against any other citizen, 
They have been quick to appreciate this, 
and have assumed a new importance that 
has been simply maddening to the average 
lower class.Filipino, There is a large ele- 
ment of the Chinese in Manila, as ignorant 
and vicious as could be found in all China, 
and these Chinos have taken advantage of 
the new conditions to perpetrate many 
crimes, and start among the Filipinos an 
idea that the Chinese were going to plan 
a general slaughter in an effort to redress 
old wrongs. The coolie class of the Chinese 
also is alarmed from time to time by re- 
ports of a general maseacre of their race 
by the Filipinos, and as a result the hatred 
and fear of both races for the other has 
been deepened. This animosity between 
the two races is an annoying thing for the 
nouseholder. It is unpleasant to sit for ten 
minutes at the table, wondering why the

the cook around the yard with a 
carving-knife. 

It is also unpleasant to try to de licht- 
hearted at dinner with four Filipino boys 
standing on one side of the room looking 
daggers at the Chinese contingent on the 
other side of the room, and muttering be- 
tween his teeth, mucho malo.” The 
feeling between the two races is so intense 
that the rumors which frequently spread of 
an uprising of one race against the other 
causes a doubling of the guard in the town, 
and a general order for all troops to sleep 
in their clothing, their arms by their side. 

Just how the animosity between the Ohi- 
nese and the Filipinos causes unhappiness 
in the households of the foreign residents in 
Manila can perhaps be no better illustrated 
than by citing the sad story of a domestic 
drama in several acts which occurred last 
week. Of our servants six are Filipinos and 
two are Chinos. The Chinamen are. Mr. 
Gunther, the cook, and Ah Doo, his as- 
sistant, who keeps him company by playing 
fan tan with him at night and incidentally 
waiting on the table. Of the Filipinos, four 
are cocheros and two are house boys, who 
do the more refined part of the housework, 
such as shooing flies out of the house and 
handing us our canes when we go down- 
town. The cocheros, besides stealing money 
that should be spent as chow for the horses, 
clean shoes and get in the way at meal time 
around the table, 

Rumors of a battle at San Fernando last 

eek called all of our household to that 
town. Upon our return thfee days later we 
were greeted by no cocheros at the statio~. 
We went home in hired rigs.. An ominous 
silence brooded over the scene. We passed 
the stable and the horses recognized us and 
whinnered as though they had not been fed 
for a week. We walked into our house, ex- 
pecting to see the white table cloth spread 
and Ah Doo setting out the mysterious deli- 
cacies that Mr. Gunther is a past master in 
concocting. The table was not spread. A 
few files buzzed lonesomely around the 


the native inhabitant 


our yard and-after some time found that 


Ah Doo was in jail and that two of the 
Filipinos were in the hospital. Mr. Gun 
ther was over trying to secure the release of 
Ah Doo, and the other Filipinos were, in all 
probability, on the warpath after Mr. Gun- 
ther. The next day the entire aggregation, 
including the detail from the hospital, 
turned up at our quartérs and reported for 
duty. 


We at once ordered a general court-mar- 
tial and preferred charges against both the 
Filipinos and the 
trial, were ordered under arrest in their 
quarters. At the trial all parties were duly 
sworn and informed that if they told an un- 
truth they would be taken out into the yard 
and shot at sundown. A “ forty-four” re- 
volver was laid on the table to convince the 
trembling wretches before us that we were 
prepared to carry out summary justice. Mr. 
Gunther deposed that he had been absent 
from our dwelling at the time the trouble 
began. The first he knew that anything at 
all out of the way or of an unpleasant nature 
was happening was when he returned and 
found the Filipino gentlemen of the bed 
chamber chasing Ah Doo with bola knives. 
Mr. Gunther joined in the chase, and from 
his testimony it was adduced that he outran 
Ah Doo by about three feet. The chase led 
into the house, and Mr. Gunther took refuge 
in the kitchen. The gentlemen of the bed 
chamber had by this time been reinforced 
by the four cocheros, who were armed with 
forks and a Spanish bayonet that had 
adorned our Walls. Then,“ said Mr. Gun- 
ther, I ahlee samee catchee one piecee kit- 
tle; scald very much.” After scalding his 
enemies Mr. Gunther and Ah Doo went 
through a window and raced out to the gate, 
where there is a guard of American soldiers. 
The soldiers, at the request of Mr. Gunther, 
arrested the Filipinos and Ah Doo as well 
and sent the scalded Filipinos to the hos- 
pital. The Filipinos testified that they had 
caught Ah Doo red-handed in the act of 
washing his heathen teeth with our best 
tooth powder. Also that Ah Doo profaned 
the bed/of one of the Americans by presum- 
ing to sleep in it. This had scandalized San 
Juan, the head boy, beyond all measure, and 
he had remonstrated with Ah Doo with a 
bola knife. The other Filipinos substanti- 
ated San Juan’s, testimony, each one also 
taking occasion several times to refer to the 
fact that Chinos mucha malo.“ The court 
found Ah Doo and San Juan both guilty and 
sentenced corporal punishment in each case. 
Peace was restored for a time, but the next 
morning, when it was discovered that break- 
fast was being retarded because San Juan 
was lugging a bola knife around in his 
trousers leg with the avowed intention of 
cutting off Mr. Gunther's cue as soon as 
that intelligent and useful member of the 
household should descend from the top of 
the house, where he had taken refuge upon 
the renewal of hostilities, it was at once 
decided that drastic measures should be 
taken. San Juan was accordingly paid the 
$4 that was due him and the entire family 
and two soldiers joined in chasing him off 
the premises. The Filipinos are much dis- 
comfited by the loss of their leader, and 
their hatted for Mr. Gunther and Ah Doo is 
only, strengthened. An armed neutrality 
now prevails, but open hostilities are Mable 
to come at any moment. One member of 
the family mounts guard in the dining-room 
an hour before meal time and preserves 
peace with a baseball bat borrowed from 
the soldiers barracked across the street. 
Sefior San Juan has sent the pleasing word 
y. he will set fire to the house as soon as

a native uprising. Alarms are frequent, and 
plots for an uprising of the natives and a 
general massacre of all Americans are con- 


. tinually being reported. The fact that the 


thing was really attempted on the night of 
the 3d of last January gives an air of prob- 
ability to what would otherwise be regarded 
as idle talk. As a general officer in the pal- 
ace said the other day, The Americans in 
Manila are living on the crust of a volcano.” 
It is the base of the American army, the 
great depot for all supplies, and the tempta- 
tion to the insurgents to start an uprising in 
the town and destroy it can be appreciated. 
The houses in the Binondo and most of the 
other districts are largely of wood, and old 
and dry, and would burn like tinder. Any 
number of the insurrectors may enter the 
town as amigos, and be on hand when the 
signal is given. Many of the rebels belong- 
ing to armies whose operations are sus- 
pended during the rainy season are in Ma- 
nila acting as servants for the Americans. 
One American discovered that his favorite 
cochero was a sergeant in Pierre Muscatl’s 


army, and always rode with a bola knife 


| under the carriage seat, It is impossible to 


tell how many of the natives in Manila are 
in sympathy with the insurrection, and are’ 
only waiting for a chance to kill and burn. 
The prospect of loot is before them, and 
they might figure that during the burning cf 
the town and the excitement that would fol- 
low it would be easy to rob and hide their 
plunder. and either escape or pretend to ba 
amigos and suffer no harm from the Amer- 
fean soldiers. 

Whether or not the Filipinos will ever 
make another attempt to destroy thecity the 
Americans, at least, have a lively fear that 
such a thing may happen at any time, and 
so everybody sleeps on a revolver with one) 
eye open, ready at the first alarm to ficht. 
It the outbreak ever occurs it will not begin 
with firing on the outposts, and with an hour 
or two of time to bring up reinforeements. 
It will begin in each household, and each 
man will have to fight first with his own 
servants. Altogether, there are happier

places than Manila in war times.

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LOBSTERS RISE IN PRICE, 


Those Who Are Fond of the Crustacean 
Will Have to Pay Morefor 
| Them. 


“This year people who are fond of eating 
lobsters will have to pay dearly for the 
privjlege of indulging their appetites in such 
sea food, for.the reason that the crustaceans | 
are scarcer now than ever before,“ said a 
wholesale dealer in fish in New York to the 
writer a day or two ago. Live lobsters) 
are at present selling at 20 cents per pound, | 
and as only comparatively small catches) 
are daily reported by the fishermen of on- 
ington, Block Island, and other well-known 
lobstering grounds as far East as Portland, 
Me., the indications are that a further ad- 
vance of from 5 to 10 cents a pound may soon | 
be looked for. 

“Ten years ago almost any quantity of | 
fine lobsters could have been purchased in 
New York at the rate of five cents a pound, 


The average size of live Tobsters that then | 
came to market was twenty inches long, not 
counting claws. The largest average now is 
not more than half that length. There used 
y of fourteen-pound lobsters, and 
n them weighing eighteen pounds. 
A lobster as large as that would have to be 
30 years old at least. This shellfish grows 
slowly, and at 3 years old is not much bigger |

and from these two cities the lobsters are 
shipped by wholesale dealers all ore the 
United States.

Mind Cure for Kleptomania. 
“ Hypnotic sleep having been induced, the 


child's mind is completely isolated from the 
outside world. It can be awakened, how- 
ever, by the hypnologist to a complete and 
undisturbed concentration upon any thought 
which he may suggest. If the child be a 
kleptomaniac, for instance, the verbal sug- 
gestions may begin with the positive state- 
ment that repetition of his thievings will 
lead him to the penitentiary. 


“He may be told that some object is not 


his and that the act of taking it will be 
dishonest. Then the temptation may be 
made so strong that he will grasp the object. 
The next step will then be to tempt him 
again, but by taking hold of his hand to help 
him to resist the impulse. Soon he will re- 
sist without assistance. Then will be added

the hypndlogist may positively assert, ‘ I? 
you attempt to take that object your arm 
will become paralyzed.
